One painting may 
not be so classified. It is'the Frans 
Hails’ “ Merry Lute Player” (or Mado- 
line Player) that was mentioned last 


Sunday as being the best example of 
Frans Hals’ genius in the United States 
and having cost $260,000. {t is a cap- 
tivating canvas. Rich in color, bril- 
liant with youth, gay and roistering in 
spirit, it shows the Dutch school of 
portrait painters of that early period 
at its best. ; 

The Italian Primitives are remark- 
ably suited in mood to the walls of the 
gallery on which they hang. ‘They 
are marvelously in the mood of the 
entire Hutchinson wing of galleries. 
They are calm, reflective, serene, tran- 
quil, and possessed of quiet beauty. All 
of them deal with the Virgin and Christ 
Child. Some of the artists give the 
Mother and Babe alone; in other rep- 
resentations they are accompanied by 
various saints. .. 

Possibly the Perugino “ Virgin and 
Child and St. John” ts..the loveliest 
painting. The typical Perugino land- 
scape of rounded hills and soft biue 
sky is a &tting background for the 
gracious and sweet faces. Leaving 
grandeur to others, Perugino painted 
the sweetness of life. This little ex- 
ample tells that much truthfully of 
nis taste. 


The Bellini “Virgin and Child, St. 
Peter, and St. Margaret” is another 


beautiful panel. Bellini belonged to 
the Venetian school, so we expect, and 
find, more color in his than in Peru- 
gino’s work. The Luini “ Virgin and 
Child” is rather more somber in color 
and heavier in feature. The same is 
true of the “Virgin and Child” by 
Bissolo. The least charming, appa 
rently, is the group by Francisco Fran- 
cia of the Bologna school, “ Virgin and 
Child, St. Francis, and St. Joseph.” 

A Gothic tapestry woven in F'lan- 
ders in 1492, filustrating a scene in 
the life of Esther, fits admirably inte 
the scheme of the exhibit. The rugged 
figures that sprang from the Flemish 
fingers in their deft weaving are ex- 
cellent company for the simple Italian 
paintings.’ Across from the tapestry 
hangs a huge carpet, soft in color and 
impressive by its body and weight. It

NEW MARVEL OF SCIENCE, THE TELEPHONE PHOTOGRAPH—This picture of President Coolidge was completed 
in New York City five minutes after it was started on the wire at Cleveland, O. The other picture here shows the receiving apparatus 
in the offices of the American Telephone and Telegraph company in New York. The system, which its originators describe as “ sim-. 
ple, rapid and accurate,” is outlined thus: The original photo is placed around a cylinder within which is a photo-electric cell. An 
unused film on another cylinder in the receiving office revolves in synchronization with the sending cylinder. A small but intense 
beam is thrown upon the original photo, passing through the photo-electric cell. A light valve regulates a beam of light which is car. 
ried to the receiving film, this light varying in exact correspondence with the original beam received by the photo-electric cell at the 
sending point. As the receiving cylinder revolves the light moves gradually from one end to the other. When the end is reached 
the receiving film is ready to be developed. The machine in which the film is received is shown here at the right in the receiving
